SubJ«ott Natiozial Seourity Rot of 1947 


1* Upon tho oonlng into effoot of the Hatlonal Seourity Aot 
of 1947, the Katloaal Intelllgenoe Au'^rity autoBetioelly oeaees 
to eadet end the Central Intelllgenoe Agency oomea under the 
Hatlonal Seourlty Cotinoll. Inansuoh aa no date haa been set for a 
Meeting of the Hatlonal Security Counoil to oarry on the eork of the 
Hatlonal Intelligence Authority, the following auggeationa and reooa- 
sendationa are auidet 

a. At the flrat meeting of the Hatlonal Security Council, 
it la recorasended that all directirea of the Hatlonal Intelll*- 
genoe Authority and the Central Intelligence Croup be con- 
tinued in full force and effect until the Hatlonal Security 
Council haa had an opportunity to atudy the proKLm and to 
make amendments and changes t^t they may oonaidM* deairable. 

b. In order that the Hatlonal Seoiirity Council mako an 
early approach to this problMi, it la recommended that the 
Director of the Central lateHigenoe Agency be directed to 
autmdt, vithin sixty days, his proposal for Hatlonal Seourity 
Council direotivea to bring fomer directives of the Hatlonal 
Intelligence Authority and the Central Intelligence Croup into 
line with the Hatlonal Seourity Aot of 1947. 

0 . In consideration of the aiae of the Hatlonal Saotirlty 
Council, aa compared to Ihe Rational Intelligence Authority, 
it la reooiMBended that a auboommittee be eatabUahed to aot 
similarly to the Hatlonal InteUigence Authority to fumlah 
the active direction of the Central Intelligence Agency. Thla 
subcommittee should be composed of a ni wf mnvm number of members 
and, aa a suggestion, could be either the Secretary of State 
and the Secretary of Hatlonal Defenae, or the Secretary of 
State, Secretary of Hatlonal Defease, and the three Secretaries 
of Arie^f Rawy and Air Force, Personally, I believe the first 
SD^gestlon is better aince the Secretary of State haa equal 
representation with the military. If the second suggestion is 
followed, there may be some complaints from State that •ttie 
military is overshadowing them.

In addition, l:y being presont, 
the Director of yie C«star«l latelligenee Agency iRjuld also be 
available for su^ direct questions as may be propot&nied. 

3. If you sill indicate your approval or disapproval of the 
suggestions and reeomaendationa above, I shall ^ ahead and have 
forail statesents pr<Q>ared to be jtedshed to the Hational Securi^ 
Comieil at its find; i»eting.
